Mr, Atkins, also of Ten
nessee, tho new comissloner of Indlan
affalrs, was In the confederats army, and
also In the confederato congress. Do
they  wnot deserve  the good
things of the land!  Was mnot the
returning prodigal drawn closely to the
paternsl bosom, while the brather, whu
had remalned steadfast, tending the
flooka and herds, stood out in the eold
raln. Surely, such blessed forglveness la
worthy of Imitstion by the apostles of
democracy. Atkina ls s etrong adherent
of Sam Itandall; so is Maleolm Hay, the
new first essistant postmaeter general;
these appolntments clearly indlcate the
presence of Mr, Randall in very close
contlgulty to the dispensing power. It
in & matter that requlires prompt atten.

and soireos, llved so long in these at-
tractive positlons of ease and luxury, with
little or nothing to do, that they have
come to feel that their branches of the
service have no demand upen them, save
to draw their pay with monotonous regu-
larity. They resort to political influences
to secure thess soft places, and then to
retaln them when secured. No claes of
persons resort more to political Influence
than they; they know all the tricks of
the trade ns well as ward politlelans,
Even now, before any orders ure issued,
they scont the dapger and they or thelr
wifea are rushing round the senators or
mombera, bessechlng themto go to the
secrataries and persuade them to exempt
thelr husbsnda from golng to sea or to
the plains, exclalming, *“Don’t let my
husband be sent to sea, or the dlstant
osta, I hive lived long here, you know
wlll die cnt In thoze horrld regione,”
This evil

drastic remedles, the knife and pruning
hook, 1f the officers, to whom 1 have
alluded, conld be lopped off from the
service, it would be a blesalpy, In msny
cases, It would open the way for promo-
tlon to meritorlons officers, who have
served the country falthfully year aftor
year in forbidding reglons beyond the
comforts and sweets of more favored
sections, fighting hostile Indians, and In
other hard servlce on the plalns and In
the mountalns. I know ofticers out there
who bave grown gray In the service, who
have been there ten, fifteen, and perhaps
twenty years, and who are lleutenants
and captains still, I have always hzena
fiiend of the army and navy; slways
voted in favor of every message to pro-
mote thelr efliclency and well-being,
and the comfort of the officers and men,
Every one will observe that my strlctures
do not refer to worthy officers. 1 lave
g0 long been cognizant of this evil that I
speak out plainly in meetiog. 1 recall
one lnstance, some yoars ago, of a stafl
officer of the army who been
statloned here so long that be had come
to believe blmssli

st the capital clty; he was ordered, un.
expectedly to himaelf, to a distant jost.
He had bgen prominent In Sonday
sohoals, (I do nct menticn that to his
prejudics), and he Induced a large number
of those schools of the city to petiticn the
sectretary for a revocation of the order
on the ground that they wounld suffer by
his removal, Thelr ﬂ%ﬂﬂﬂl did not
avall however, and he to go.

THE TREATIES,

Tho withdrawal of the Spanish and
Nicaraugna treaties indloates that this
admlinistration does not intend to take
thinge second hand, that it intends to In-
augurate ltc own polity In such matters,
Whether they will retarn to the senate
at the next sesslon is doubtful. It did
seem to me that by the Nicarauguoa treaty
an opportunity was presented to the
Unbied States to accomplish something in
a field to which their attention should
have been given long ago. Its ratifica-
tlon would have given usa controlling In-
terest In the canal, though, of canrse, it
would have been open to the commerce
of all nations; but the United States
would have been the dominant power
there, It wounld have planted American
Interesta In that quarter—it would have in
expanding Amerlcan commerce—It would
bave given us water communication with
our extensive Paclfic cosst, and with our
faraway Alaska possessions; and it would
have been an additional piifar in support
of our Amerlcan Monroe doctrine. If
we have lost the opporiunity,
it will be only a repetltion
of what has occarred before, when we
have let slip from us opportunities fur
obinlning valuable acquisitione, by

THE SUPINENESS OF OUR DIPLOMACY,
and when a sccretary of state does stiffen
op his vertibrae enough to take a for-
ward step without taking off his hat to
the nations of Earope and asking their
permission, the senate is llkely to take a
siep in the opposite direction, Timidity
has been too much of a feature of our
foreign pollcy. Our secretarles of state
have been hampered by that bugbear of
the Olayton-Bulwer treaty, which was a
blunder from the start on our part, and
which now belongs to the diplomatic rob-
bish of the dead past, and which Great
Britaln has, tlme and sgain, violated,
and has thus relcased us from all obliga-
tlon to be bound by {t. What this nation
needs {s a firm, declded, American for-
eign policy—in other words, Amerlca
must assert heraclf.

ONE SCARCELY REALIZES NOW
without leoking st the map, that the
United States border on the north, or
one portion of It on the Arctic seas, and
on the west upon DBehring Stralt,—
tkat It stretches fcom & point
where une can stand and look across the
channel, thirty-seven miles, Into Aeia,
and then fix his glance on the Arcile clr-
cle, to the southern moat part of Florlda
in the Gulf of Mexico.

The treaty negotiated by Wm. H. Sew-
ard with the Roesian minolster, for the
purchase of the Russlan poeseeslon, was
Alasks, on the north coast, exclted mach
ridicule at the time. It was regarded as
a vest expanso of wild, desolate, waste,
over the most of whichno foot of clvilized
man had ever trod; as valueless as the
bottom of the sea that washed its coast,
bringing to us only walrus, icebergs,
polar bears, and & few mlserable czqul-
maux Indlans. It was a part of the
great belt reaching from Behring Strait,
ofrcling the Frozen Ocean, to Baflings
Bay, unexplorad nnd unexplorable; lay-
ing therc as an impaseible bearer betweon
that ocean and that portion of the North
American continent, suscaptible of sus-
talning human life. The seal fishery was
soarcely aeveloped; no ome thenm really
comprehended what that might amount
to in the fulure. In the executive soa-
slon Sepsator Sumner made one of
the ablest, most learned and
moat elaborate speeches he ever
unttered. He made cxhaustive inves'iga-
tions and researches into all the histories,
snd in all the languages, where anything
was to be found bearing on that region
of the world, from the earliest discuverios
down to the then present time, and por-

tory. It Is not easylog too much, to
state that his speech undoubtedly carried
the senate, and gave success to what, at

was ratified. The Russian exchequer be-
came richsr by the addition of €7,000,-
000, the price agroed upon by the nego-
tiators, paid over by the United States,
and the Hossian flag ceased to float on
any portion of the western hemisphere,
Thirty-seven senators voted for the ratl-
